i 4 Proclamation forbidding all the Tenants or Debtor of ſuch who are in aAuall and open 
Rebellion,or who adhere to,or aflift the Rebels, to pay any Rents or Debts to 
ſuch Perſons or any of them. 


#HEREAS VVehave, by Our ſeverall Proclamations, bearing Date the Eight Dayof March laſt, 
F and the Seventh Day of Aprill la, publiſhed Our Reſolution to grant Our Commiſſions for the 
. ſeizing of the Goods, and Sequeſtring the Eftates of aH ſuch Perſons who ar: in Rebellion , or doe 
- aſſiſt thoſe who are, to the intent that ſuch their Goods, and Rents, may bc ſafely depoſited, untill 
© \#.:. ſuch Time as the Offenders can be brought to Legall Triall, which (hall peedily procecd againſt 

Az & them as ſoon as they can be apprehended, and delivered into the hands of Iuſtice, And VVe did 
therefore command all Perſons who were any wayes indebted unto, and all the feverall Tenants of all ſuch Perſons, 
to forbeare to pay any Rents or Debts due to the ſaid ſeverall Perſons , butto detaine the fame in their hands rowards 
the maintenance of the Peace ofthe ſeverall Coynties, and the Reparation of ſuch men who have ſuffered by the vi- 
olencc ofthe Rebeils, Since which time 1: hath pleaſed God fo far, and lo cminently to bletſs Our Armies, that We 
have againe reduced ſeverall Counties to Our Obedience, which were forthe greatett part , if nottotally, poſicſſed 
by the Rebells : And conſidering therefore that ir is very probable Our ſaid Proclamations were kept from the 
knowledge of Our good SubjcAs of thoſe Counties, VVe have once morethought hit to publiſh the ſame, and do here- 
by declareto all Our loving Subje&s whatſoever , that as V Ve have already iſſued out fach Our Commn1ſſious into (e- 
veral! Counties, in which we give Authority to the Perſons truſted by Vs to diſtinguiſh betweene thole who have 
been ative and walitious contrivers of this Rebellion , and thole who have beenthrough weakneſl: or feare [edu- 
ced by them : So VVe will dayly ifſue out other Commiſhons. to the ſame Purpole. And VVee doe [traitly charge 
and command all our loving Subjeas of what Condirion ſoever,as they will anſwer their Diſobedienceat their urmoſt 
Peale Far they pay no Rents or Debts wnich now are, or hereatter ſhall grow due to any Perſons who cither are, 
or lately have been in Rebellion , (and have not fince ſu>mitted themlelves to Vs) or to any ſuch who adhere to, or 
aſlift thoſe who are in Rebellion, and that they preſume not to receive any Goods., Money or tocke intruit for any 
ſuch Perſons, but that they faithfully account, andpay the ſame to ſuch Perfons as cither are, or ſhail be inrruſtcd by 
Vs for that Parpoſe , and we (hall procecd again& all ſuch Perſons who [ball wiltully, and peremptorily dilobey Vs 
herein, as againſ Perſons notoriouſly dilaffteRed roF's and Our Service. And Our Plealure is, That this Our Procla- 
mation be read in all Charches and Chappells through this Our Kingdome, Gives at Our ( owre at Oxford, the :wenty 
fiftb day of September, in the nineteenth Tear of Our Reigne. |
